Karichkowsky stated he
was advised $1,100 to pay to the
Town, which he has, and he is now
advised that he needs a lift station.
What he thought would cost $6K,
will  now cost $10K-$12K.
Karichkowsky stated that he has a
house in St. Cloud and is needing to
sell it, and he doesn’t imagine that
he will have difficulty selling.
Finch stated that he knows that he
wants to conform. Toole asked if
there are 3 (three) septic tanks, and
Karichkowsky stated 4 (four).

Toole asked what is he asking for.
Karichkowsky stated that he is
asking for a minimum for 6 (six)
months to conform. Scott stated that
in fairness, he thinks with this
situation that there is a disclosure
problem, and an extension could be
made. Toole stated that in August
that she told the woman to put the
money in Escrow to get it done, but
she said no. Scott stated to develop a
policy on non-compliance before
sales. Toole made a motion that we
give Karichkowsky 6 (six) months
to do what needs to be done, and
forward to Council to approve or
disapprove, second by Vanslyke.

2. Invocation was given by Watts.
3. Pledge of Allegiance led by
Washington.

4. Roll Call: Mayor Gordon Sands -
present, Sam McGauley - present,
Willie Washington - present, Jamie
Watts - present, Jessica Finch -
present, and Town Attorney Allen
Scott - present.

5. Approval of Minutes of Meeting
of December 11, 2018. Sands asked



if any deletions, corrections or
additions - there were none. Watts
motioned to approve Minutes of
Meeting of December 11, 2018,
second by Finch. Motion carried
5-0.

6. Request to Speak — Marianne
Milledge (239 Oak Ridge Drive) -
Better Place Plan Report: Milledge
stated that she attended the quarterly
meeting of the Better Place Plan
Oversite Committee in December.
The BPP was passed by the voters
in 2002 as a one penny sales. Funds
infrastructure needs in the County.
The Committee consists of 15
(fifteen) citizens who serve for 3
(three) years. Milledge stated that
the Committee is responsible for
certifying that projects are of a
nature consistence with the BPP
Ordinance. Breakdown of BPP
money  spent: 78.99%  for
Roads/Drainage, 10.82% for
Economic Development/Structure,
8.35% Public Safety, and 1.85%
Recreation/Quality of Life.

Pam Olson (292 Maxwell Drive) —
Road Repair, etc.: (con’t). — Sands
stated that we had postponed this for
months, and we finally have results.
Sands stated that during the
weekend, using the County’s Traffic
Counter, on Friday McClure Street
had 448 counts, while Maxwell
Drive had 148. On Saturday,
McClure Street had 621 counts,
while Maxwell Drive had 205. On
Sunday, McClure Street had 627
counts, while Maxwell Drive had
180 counts. Sands stated to Mrs.
Olson that we have issued a work
order to have the patch on her road
taken care of. Olson stated there is
also a sinkhole on Maxwell Drive.
Olson wanted to inquire about what
Milledge was discussing about the
Better Place. Watts stated for Olson
to bring that up in audience
participation. Sands gave Olson a
minute to speak on this, Olson asked
about Better Place Account.
Milledge stated that Better Place
Funds are only for the County
Roads. Olson stated that we can get

Better Place Money for Welaka.
Watts stated we do have that.

Isaiah Mills (992 Elm Street):
Retention Pond & Dirt — Mills
stated that the retention pond on
Shell Street is overflowing, and then
floods his property on 262 12"
Avenue. Mills stated that when the
highway is underwater, so is his
property. Mills stated that he called
SJRWM and they stated that it was
not their responsibility. Mills stated
there was dirt put on the road going
to 270 12™ Avenue, and that has
caused the water to flood his
property as well. Sands stated that
we are still trying to work with the
County, Forestry, etc. to come up
with a solution for the roads. Scott
stated that 12" Avenue is not a
dedicated road to the Town of
Welaka, and Mills would have to
give the Town a right-of-way access
to help resolve these issues.

Charles Overturf (Supervisor of
Elections) — Welaka Election 2019:
Overturf stated to clear up any
confusion, there are 2 (two)
candidates running for the Mayor’s
seat, and 3 (three) candidates
running for 2 (two) Council seats.
Overturf brought a “sample ballot”
for each Candidate to ensure their
name is on the ballot properly.
Overturf stated that the Council
needed to address who would be on
the Canvassing Committee. Watts
made a motion to appoint Willie
Washington, Jessica Finch, Sam
McGauley, and alternate
Temperance Barlow, second by
Washington. Watts added to
appoint Jessica Finch as
Chairperson, second by
Washington. Motion(s) carried 5-0.
Overturf asked the Council if they
were going to allow “vote by mail”.
Watts made a motion to allow “vote
by mail”, second by Finch. Motion
carried 5-0. Overturf mentioned the
couple that had a provisional vote
last year. Overturf stated that they
are paying Town of Welaka taxes,
and the in-town limits cuts in the
middle of their property. Watts

made a motion to allow Larry &
Lou Peter (150 Paradise Drive) to
vote in the Town of Welaka
Election, second by McGauley.
Motion carried 5-0.

7. Code and Zoning
Recommendations: Finch stated that
the Zoning Code Board forwarded
an extension for 10 North Street to
hook into the Town sewer. Full
disclosure, during the sale of this
home, was not specific on this issue.
The Code Board has authorized,
with Council approval, the property
owner 6 (six) months to hook up to
the Town sewer with giving the
Council updates every month on
where he, the property owner, is at
with this. McGauley made the
motion to give 10 North Street a 6
(six) month extension to hook into
the Town sewer system, with
monthly updates to the Council,
second by Watts. Motion carried 5-
0. McGauley motioned a minor
amendment to the Code
Enforcement Ordinance that
clarifies actions/remedies with “less
penance cases”, second by Watts.
